The  One  We’ll  Tell  Our  Grandchildren  About 
Okay,  so  this  past  year  wasn 't  perfect.  There  were  a  few  bumps  in 
the  road  that  may  have  caused  the  headlines  to  be  predominately 
pessimistic.  Californians  had  a  little  trouble  putting  out  wildfires, 
and  the  Gulf  Coast  got  a  little  soggy  during  Hurricanes  Ike  and 
Gustav.  Wall  Street  and  Detroit  both  needed  to  borrow  a  couple  of 
bucks  from  the  government  after  major  banks  and  the  "big 
three"  U.S.  automakers  threatened  to  go  bankrupt.  Even  our  most 
beloved  bean-counters,  Starbucks,  were  forced  to  close  over  200 
locations  due  to  an  overwhelming  economic  downturn. 


Yet  through  it  all,  we  had  some  wonderful  distractions  to  occupy 
our  time  and  take  us  to  happier  places.  The  2008  Olympics  gave 
us  athletes  to  rally  around  and  an  opening  ceremony  tiiat  dazzled 
the  world.  Superheroes  topped  the  box  office  while  Britney  was 
busy  making  her  comeback.  And  if  ever  we  did  have  a  problem, 
there  was  probably  an  application  in  iPhone’s  App  Store  that 
could  solve  it. 


And  underneath  all  of  this  -  the  good,  the  bad,  and  the  ugly  -  was 
the  constant  buzz  of  the  2008  Presidential  race.  From  the  lengthy 
democratic  primary  to  the  overwhelming  voter  turnout  on 
election  day,  the  race  was  historic  from  day  one.  And  in  a  time 
when  words  like  "recession  "  and  "bailout”  seemed  to  dominate 
the  nightly  news,  a  man  who  built  his  campaign  on  the  words 
"hope”  and  "change”  became  the  country’s  choice  to  lead  us 
into  the  next  era  of  America.
